1. Mr. Kirkpatrick requested that we try to find out as quietly as possible
what is behind the CINCCARIB interest in possible repossession of _ 25X1A6d
(I asked _to do this.)

2. Kirk also requested that I undertake to clarify the contracting responsi-
bilities between the Deputy Director (Support) and the Deputy Director (Research). ,L/
I told him of my meeting yesterday with Pete Scoville and assured him that we

c) Harry talked to me about a proposal to incorporate in our insurance

X program additional features which would pay for dental work, including

orthodontists.
